TURKISH CONDITIONS OF PEACR WITH SERYIA. 


Whether Tarkey spontaneously proposed as one of the conditions of peace 
with Servia that Jews and Armenians should enjoy the same rights as the general 
pulation, or did so at the suggestion of the Alliance, it was undoubtedly a 
clever move. The refusal of Servia to accept this condition will bring out prcmi- 


nently the hollowness of the pretence under which she drew the sword ; while: 


at the same time it will show Christendom what sort of nation it is upon which it 
has bestowed its patronage. Here is a nation whose Christian feeling can no 
longer bear the sight of the wrongs inflicted upon a neighboring people for which 
it has no responsibility, but bardens its heart when called upon to redress a 
wroug inflicted by it on a population for which it is clearly responsible, It is a 
case to which Punch’s definition of conscience fully applies. “It means,” said our 
witty co-temporary, “my rule for another man’s conduct.” But this clever 


move does still more. It teaches Christendom its duty. It is Christendom | 


which, when it freed Servia from Turkish dominion, satisfied itself with insuring 
to the native Christians the rights which they possessed at the time, disregarding 


altogether those of the native Jews. Christianity was everything, humanity | 
nothing. The precept “love one another,” in its opinion, did not apply to the 


- kinsmen of Him who gave it or of those to whom it was given. Precisely the 
game policy marked the con/Juct of-Christendom, as represented by the Great 
Powers, when Roumania was made independent of Turkey. Only the rights of 
Christians were ensured, and those of the Jews left to the tender mercies 
of the Roumanians. And what was the persistent reply of Christendom when 
this grave oversight was brought under its notice and reparation wasimplored? A 
practical non possumus. Representations and representations and nothing more ; 


and a momentary cessation of the persecutions, to be followed by a still fiercer out- _ 


break at the next favora!le moment. Some of these Christian powers actually went | 
still further. They gave a tacit sanction to these wrongs. To the disgrace of | 
Austria be it said, its prime minister consented to sacrifice the rights of her ° 


twelve hundred thousand Jewish citizens to Roumanian fanaticism, and Russia, 
with her Jewish population nearer four than three millions, of course followed 
suit. Such is the Christianity of two leading powers in Europe, one of them 
actually foaming with rage because, forsooth, the Mohamedan refuses justice to 
the Christian! What a lesson Turkey has given these Christian powers by pro- 
posing justice to the Jew in a Christian country as one of tle conditions of peace 
with Servia. Can, after this Mr. Gladstone be surprised should Jewish sympa- 
thies side with Turkey ?. Just compare the conduct of Christendom towards the 
Jews of the Fast as far as it is represented by the Great Powers, with that of Islain 
as faras represerted by Turkey. Whenever in the Kast the Jew is persecuted, the 
Christian is the persecutor, and the Turk the protector. Whenever Christian 
populations are freed from Turkish sway by the eid of their Western Christan 
coreligionists, the acquired freedom is used to oppress the Jew, while the freeing 
powers refuse practically to exert themselves for his protection, at the same 


time taking care that the suzerain should not be able to perform this office cf - 


humanity. Whenever these Eastern popnlations give themselves a constitution 


or receixeane, itisso framed as to exclude the Jewsfrom its benefit ; but the moment 


Turkey gives herself a constitution she takes sedulons carethat the Jew should be , 


included. Scarcely is an spportanity afforded to the Turk to show practicul/y 


that justice should be done to the dew, when he comes forward and makes it .

But for the last fifteen years the Western Jews have knocked at the doors of all 
the Great Powers imploring energetic interposition in behalf of their oppressed 
brethren, with the result exhibited by the late expulsions of the Jews from the 


Vaslui district in Rouman‘a and the threatened expulsion from Semen#ria in. 


Servia. Has Christendom expended all its humanity. all its sympathies, on the 


Sclav populations in the East, so as not to have a particle to spare for the down- © 


trodden Jew? The international treaties which haye created Rovmania, if not 

atolished, have in the opinion of all powers, undergone great changes. Now is 

the time for Christendom to show that its precept of peace and good-will to all 

men is not a mere sham. Now is the time for Christendom to show practically 
that the race which gave it its savior, its apostles, an! its moral code, deserves 

some consideration. Either repair the oversight committed when, on the exclu 

sion of Turkish sovereignty, the Jew was handed over to the savagery of brutal 
populations, or allow the Turk to extend the prin iples of his constitution to his 
vassal states. Surely it little redounds to the credit of Christendom that Isla:n 
should surpass it in humanity and liberalism. ae |

appointed in their hopes. After having endeavoured to stamp out the liberal 


movement, after baving hanged, maimed, exiled and incarcerated and thus 
wasted the strength of their dominions, these monarchs, to their credit be it said, 
at last discovered that ideas cannot be killed although those who originated them 


may be destroyed. They adopted these ideas and made them their own. Who now 


more popular, who more beloved by their respective subjects than the Emperors 
William and Francis Joseph. And what sovereign can boast of more loyal subjects 
than are the Jews of Austria and Germany? Should another revolutionary move- 
nent arise no more fear of Jewish students. Their place would be in a camp quite 


different from what it was in 1848. Indeed the vast majority of these watn d 


_— of ’48 have proved most conservative in the several legislatures to whic 
they were returned. This ce:tainly is true of the Jews, The leader of the 


national liberal party in Germany, Dr. Lasker, the quondam volunteer in the | 


revolutionary legion of Vienne, has carried his conservatism so far that in the 
Chamber he has opposed the Falk Laws which he considered as infringing upon the 
rights of the clericals. In Italy Signor Alatri of Rome lost his election because

too conservative for the liberals. Hardly anywhere lave the liberated Jews 
been found among the destructives. The West has learned a lesson from these 
commotions,

ing systein of government will never yield them? The Czar Alexander has 
undoubtedly granted the Jews rights which they never before possessed in the 
Muscovite empire. But he lacks one thing. He lacks the courage to complete 
the work of liberation commenced. He stopped half-way. He has granted 
them rights enongh to make them bitterly feel the lack of those still witheld. 
He has excited their appetite but refuses to assuage their hunger. He allows most 
of the ancient oppressive laws to continuein vigour. Thereis a jumble of new and 
old ukases jostling against each other affording aa excellent opportuaity to greedy 
officials to fill their coffers with Jewish bribes offered to induce them to give.a 
favourable interpretation to existing laws, which might be neutralised by others 
of a hostile nature not yet repealed, as well as to fanatics and Jew-devourers to 
satisfy their racial and religious antipathies. Every now and then we hear of some 
governor or some chief of the police in some town ferreting out some obsolete 
ukase which enables hii to ruin scores of respectable and prosperous Jewish 
It all finally depends upon the humanity or enlightenment of some 
minister or other high official. Nor are the Jews of the capital exempt from 
this capriciousness. The head of the police occasionally delights in harassing 
some wretched Jew or even vexing the whole community. Thus Jewish 
artizins and mechanics by a ukase are permitted to reside at St. Petersburg. 
But suddenly sone time ago this sagacious functionary discovered that photography 
did not come within the category of the trades al'owed to Jews to be exercised in 
the capital. Forthwith the Jewish photographers received orders to quit the 


| city. Then the emperor graciously permitted the Jewish congregation of his 


capital to build a synagogue ; for the places of wor h'p which existed previously, 
and one of which was visited by Sit Moses Montefiore when in the days of 
Nicholas he on his mission to the Czar visited St. Petersburg, were intended ex- 
clusivi ly for t! e Jewish soldiers stationed at St. Petersburg, and had we believeina 
true Muscevite fashion a military organization. Wcll, large sums were subscribed, 
arrangements were made, and a suitable plot of ground purchased, when lo! the 
police or the clergy discovered that the site bought was near some Greek 


Church, and an ancient law was dug out which forbade a synagogue to be | 


erected within a certain dist uceofachureh, Three times the bafiled Jews bought 
plots cf ground in cilferent parts of town, and three times the adversary 
in thus balking them in their object. To this day the Jewish community 
of St. Petersburg is without asynagogue. Strange anomaly! a community with 
a communal organization, with a rabbi, and all shetty institutions, aud yet 
without a place of worship.

| THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 

The resolution passed at the last meeting of the Council of this Association 
to receive subscriptions for the expelled Jews in Koumania is much to be 
regretted, This office has been undertaken by the Board of Deputies, and is 
being efficiently carried ont. The double action undertaken certainly not in 
harmony, cannot be bereficial to the cause which both of them wish to 
serve. The expenditure of force which is not required, is, to say the Jeast, a 
waste of energy. Still more reprehensible appears to us this resolution from 


the motive which apparently inspired it. No doubt the Board has done much to > 
provoke the anger of the Council. The Board has within a few weeks so heaped © 


up combustible materials that ignition by an accilental spark can be easily 


accounted for. After having ungraciously declined an invitation to a Con-— 


ference, the impulse of which proceeded from the Council—a refusal, however, 
which no one has aright to ascribe to any other cause than an error in judg- 
ment—it deliberately forwarded a letter to the Foreign Office, some of the con- 
tents of which were clearly designed to weaken the influence of the Association 
with that Office; sat without provocation in judgment on the action of another 
co-ordinate organization, as independent as itself, and presumed to condemn it 


without assigning one single reason for the disapproval, and to repeat the dis- 
_ approval in the midst of another body organized for quite a different parpose. 


And this time again not a single reason was. given for the sentence passed. 
All this we admit was most offensive to a body at Jeast as zealous, un-

a follower of the Law or the Gospel, was allowed to set foot on the groun| 
hallowed in Moslem belief by the footsteps of the Prophet. Death was the 
penalty of the transgressor ; and the very few Christian travellers who reached 
these spots had to disguise themselves as true believers. We believe that the 


German traveller, Burkhardt, at the risk of his life, was the first Christian who 
_ succeeded in penetrating into this region. If we are not mistaken, Captain 


Burton, too, performed this feat. But had there been the slightest suspicion 
of the religion of the tra zeller, he would not have lived to come back and to 
tell the tale of the risk which he incurred. The Holy Places in Arabia, as 
known, have been within the last few years if not in possession, at all events in the 


occupation of Turkey. And what is the intelligence which now reaches us from 


Arabia? That some few Jewish families are actually settled at Jeddah, the 


port in thé Red Sea in which the pilgrims who go by seas land,and which not so 


very long ago would have been considered defiled by the presence of a yahood, 


and these Jews actually keep shops at Mecca, and accordivgly are allowed to 


trade with the believers in their very sanctum sanctorum. Does this look like 
immovability ? Now compare this concession of the Is!am with the overbearing 


of Eastern Christianity. While Islam opens to Jews its holiest places, Christia- 
nity, so far as represented by Servia and Koumania, actually expels them fromm 
places in which they have lived peacefully from time immemorial, which shelter 


the graves of their fathers, and in which stood the cradles of their infancy. 


Who ie, in this instance, the Turk and who the Christian? The two bave evidently | 


changed places. The Moslem has shown himself progressive, and the Christian 
retrogressive. Yet a considerable section of Christendom is ready to set out on 
a crusade against the Turk because he oppressed Christians, but bas hardly a 


word to say when the Christian is the persecutor and the Jew the victim.

| _ TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” : 

_ §1r,—During the last three or four weeks your paper has contained several 
letters reflecting more or less on some observations alleged to have been made 
by me at a meeting of the Board of Deputies. In those letters serious objections 
and somewhat grave charges were intermixed with the most extravagant com- 
pliments ; indeed, one writer goes so far as to say that my words have caused 
him to shed tears of blood, and then proceeds te indulge in a strain of lamentation 
as if he were weeping with religious fervour over the ruins of Jerusalem. It 
strikes me that such absurd effusions are out of place, and that it would have 
been better to have omitted the compliments and to have refuted my arguments. 
_ Some of your correspondents intimate tbat I do not reaily express my own 
convictions, but argue and harangue merely as an advocate of the Board of 
Deputies. A few words will, I trust, suffice to dispose of this insinuation, A 
barrister, when he pleads in court, professes to be and is known to be an advocate 
and nothing but an advocate. hat he asserts, he asserts and is known to 


assert, only because from his instructions he believes that the facts alleged by 


him may be proved, aud therefore no judge would for a moment think it proper 
to ask him whether he himself believes in their truth. In a similar manner his 


arguments are those which. he thinks may carry conviction or require to be 


answered, and a judge, who might be so unwise as to inquire of him whether he 
was sincerely urging an argument, would receive from every high-spirited 


advocate such an answer as would effectually prevent the repetition of such an- 


enquiry. In short, the administration of justice in England is founded on the 
fundamental assumption that the truth in matters of litigation is most safely 
arrived at by the views of both parties being urged in the stiougest manrer 
before a court capable of appreciating and weighing the arguments of their 
respective counsel, and it is because this is the assumption on which justice is 
administered in this country, that the advocate is performing a professional duty, 
when he advances the best arguments he can discover in support of his client's 
case. 
The system, however, on which legal justice is administered does not by 
_ any means obtain out of court, and when the barrister lays aside his wig and 
gown, he no longer professes to speak and act and is no longer supposed ‘to speak 
or act as an advocate. Hence it necessarily follows that if out of court he utters 


what he does not believe, he deceives, and in so far as he deceives, he is dishonest 


and acts a part unworthy of a gentleman. It has thus come to be recognised 
~ by all men whose judgment. is not obscured by a certain degree of narrow- 
mindedness and want of intelligence that to impute to a barrister insincere 
advocacy out of court is to insult him, and I desire once for all most earnestly to 
protest that whatever I have said at any meeting is the expression of my own 
opinion unaffected by the influence of any individual or collection of individuals. 
So much for the personal allusions made to me and for the tone and character 
which mark them. | |

The resolution passed at the last meeting of the Council of this Association 

to receive subscriptions for the expelled Jews in Koumania is much to be 
regretted, This office has been undertaken by the Board of Deputies, and is 
being efficiently carried ont.

If speech in such a case is silvern, silence 
is golden. The greatest vigilance should have heen exercised by the leading 
minds at the Council to prevent ignition by an accidental spark. Instead of 
thie, the Counvil has apparently allowed itself in an ungarded moment to be 


carried away by its indignation, and has, as is generally the case when action is 


taken in an angry ood, placed itself in a false position.

- German traveller, Burkhardt, at the risk of his life, was the first Christian who 


succeeded in penetrating into this region. If we are not mistaken, Captain 
Burton, too, performed this feat. But had there been the slightest suspicion 
of the religion of the traveller, he would not have lived to come back and to 
tell the tale of the risk which he incurred. The Holy Places in Arabia, as 
known, bave been within the last few years if not in possession, at all events in the 
occupation of Turkey. And what is the intelligence which now reaches us from 
Arabia? That some few Jewish families are actually settled at Jeddah, the 
port in the Red Sea in which the pilgrims who f° by seas land,and which not so 
very long ago would have. been considered defiled by the presence of a yahood, 
and these Jews actually keep shops at Mecca, and accordivgly are allowed to 
trade with the believers in their very sanctum sanctorum. Does this look like 


immovability ? Now compare this concession of the Islam with the overbearing | 


of Eastern Christianity. While Islam opens to Jews its holiest places, Clristia- 


nity, so far as rcpresented by Servia and Koumania, actually expels them froin 


places in which they have lived peacefully from time immemorial, which shelter 
the graves of their fathers, and in which stood the cradles of their infancy. 


_ Who ie, in this instance, the Turk and who the Christian? The two have evid ently 


changed places. The Moslem has shown himself progressive, and the Christian 


-retrogressive. Yet considerable section of Christendom is ready to set out on 


a crusade against the Turk because he oppressed Christians, but has hardly a 


word to say when the Christian is the persecutor and the Jew the victim.

MR. ARTHUR COHEN AND THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 
_ TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—During the last three or four weeks your paper has contained several 
letters reflecting more or less on some observations alleged to have been made 
by me at a meeting of the Board of Deputies. In those letters serious objections 
and somewhat grave charges were intermixed with the most extravagant com- 
pliments ; indeed, ane writer goes so far as to say that my words have caused 
him to shed tears of blood, and then proceeds te indulge in a strain of lamentation 
as if he were weeping with religious fervour over the ruins of Jerusalem. It 
strikes me that such absurd effusions are out of place, and that it would have 
Leen better to have omitted the compliments and to have refuted my arguments. 

_ Sore of your correspondents intimate tbat I do not reaily express my own 
convictions, but argue and harangue merely as an advocate of the Board of 
Deputies. A few words will, I trust, suffice to dispose of this insinuation. A 
barrister, when he pleads in court, 
and nothing but an advocate. hat he asserts, he asserts and is known to 
assert, only because from his instructions he believes that the facts alleged by 


him may be proved, and therefore no judge would for a moment think it proper | 


to ask him whether he himself believes in their truth. In a similar manner his 
arguments are those which he thinks may carry conviction or require to be 
- answered, and a judge, who might be so unwise as to inquire of him whether he 

was sincerely urging an argument, would receive from every high-spirited 
advocate such an answer as would effectually prevent the repetition of such an 


enquiry. In short, the administration of justice in England is founded on the 


fundamental assumption that the truth in matters of litigation is most safely 
arrived at by the views of both parties being urged in the stiougcest manner 
‘before a court capable of appreciating and weighing the arguments of their 
respective counsel, and it is because this is the assumption on which justice is 
administered in this country, that the advocate is performing a professional duty, 
when he advances the best arguments he can discover in support of his client’s 
case. 7 | 
The system, however, on which legal justice is administered does not by 
any means obtain out of court, aud when the barrister lays aside his wig and 
gown, he no longer professes to speak and act and is no longer supposed to speak 
or actas an advocate. Hence it necessarily follows that if out of court he utters 
what he does not believe, he deceives, and in so far as he deceives, he is dishonest 
and acts a part unworthy of a gentleman. It has thus come to be recognised 
by all men whose judgment is not obscured by a certain degree of narrow- 
mindedness and want of intelligence that to impute to a barrister insincere 
advocacy out of court is to insult him, and I desire once for all most earnestly to 
protest that whatever I have said at any meeting is the expression of my own 
opinion unaffected by the influence of any individual or collection of individuals. 
So much for tie personal allusions made to me and for the tone and character 
which mark thei.

JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME. 


A most interesting gathering took place on Sunday last at the Jews’ Deaf 
and Dumb Home, Walmer Road, Notting Hill, the occasion being the annual 


- Public Examination of the children of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home— 


no longer dumb, thanks to the beneficent oral method of teaching the 
deaf and dumb, first practically introduced into England under the auspices 
of the managers of this charity. To make the dumb speak has ceased 
to be a miracle or a wonder, it is not even a novelty, for the oral 


method of teaching is yearly growing more and more into, public favour | — 


and wider acceptance as its undoubted advantages become more generally 
known and appreciated. The examination on Sunday was conducted viva voce 
py the Director, Mr. 8. Schintheil. The brightness, intelligence and eagerness 
shown by the children when replying to the questions orally put to them was 
pleasing in the extreme. So eager, indeed, were the children to answer the 
questions, that Mr, Schéntheil had rather to repress them, and even he Lad to 
remind them “not to talk so much,” a reproof which excited a sympathetic 
smile from the andience, For the most part—and to a surprising extent—the 
children replied to the questions in a distinct manner, and they could be easily 
understood when they spoke slowly. It seemed that they could better compre- 
hend the questions put to them than could the replies be as readily understood 
by the audience. This in itself is no slight advantage, as those best know who 
are acquainted with the difficulties experienced by the deaf and dumb who 
depend upon signs alene for communication with o her persons, | 

Mr. Henry L. CoHEN, the President, occupied the chair, 

At the conclusion of the examination, | 

The Rev. the CHtur RABBI—who was received with applause—said : Allow me, 
Jadies and gentlemen, to make a few remarks upon this interesting occasion. The 
examination which you have just listened to with so much interest and attention 


must have convinced you, as it has me, that the instruction is given to the children 


in a very efficient manner, (Cheers.) By this oral method of teaching has been literally 
verified the glad tidings of the prophet when he prophecied that the blind should see 
and the dumb should speak. It seems to me that if the children will come to this home 
when very young; they will, when grown up, be able to express their thoughts in a 
manner which will be easily understood—that they will not only be able to give 
expression to their own thoughts, but also better understand the ideas expressed by 
those around them. By this new method these children will be restored to the com- 
munity and to society, thanks to the indefatigable master and the zealous members 
of the committees who have laboured with so much zeal, skill and assiduity. (Applause. ) 
But a short time ago a prominent statesman said that there were two things essential 
to the successful result of a gathering held in connection with a charitable institu- 
tion. The first essential was a good cause; the second a bad balance-sheet. (A 
laugh.) As to the first of these, I think that there cannot be a doubt as to the good 
object of this institution—(applause)—and I am sorry to learn also that the balance 
is on the wrong side. TI hope, therefore, that the community will liberally come for- 
ward with contributions so as to enable the managers of the institution tq carry it on 
in its present efficient condition. In concluding his remarks, Dr. Adler mentioned 
that he was particularly pleased with the examination of the children in religious 
subjects ; they pronounced the Hebrew even better than the English. He hoped that 
the Almighty God would take the Home and its inmates under His Divine Protec- 
tion. (Cheers). | 

The Rev. P. MAGNUS, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi for his 
attendance at that gathering, referred to the general respect and esteem in which the 
reverend Chief was held by the community. His name was held in respect abroad 
as it was greeted with affection in England. (Applause.) After speaking of the 


great interest manifested by Dr. Adler in educational matters, Mr. Magnus appealed | 


for further aid being given to the charity—in the form of annual subscriptions so as 
to relieve the managers of the necessity of periodically appealing for funds. The high 
educational standard maintained at the institution could be seen from the fact that 
the children actually showed more readiness and intelligence during the examination 
that had just been held than was frequently exhibited by children whose hearing and 
speech were unimpaired. (Cheers.) The great expense involved in the efficient 
maintenance of the Home was due to the exceptional circumstances of the peculiar 
training adopted. 
position of these children in the absence of such an institution by means of which 
they had been rescued from being looked upon as partly idiotic—a condition which 
the vulgar thought natural to deaf and dumb children, The change effected at that 
institution was not only in causing the children to speak, but also in improving their 
physical, intellectual and moral condition. (Applause.) It had been clearly estab- 
lished that the children taught by the oral method were saved from those diseases to 
which other deaf and dumb children were liable owing to the want of sufficiently 
active exercise of the lungs. He asked that this efficient successful method of teach- 
ing might be continued unimpaired through the liberal support of the institution by

A STRANGE WILL.—Some time ago we mentioned that an old lady—Mrs. 
Catharine Hodgson of Breek Street, Liverpool—had bequeathed nearly all her propert 
to the Rev. Dr. Baar, formerly minister of the old Hebrew Congregation of Liverpool, 
and to the Jewish Hospital at Jerusalem. The will was disputed by the relatives of 


the deceased on the grounds that she was not of sound mind, memory and 


understanding. The matter was tried on Friday the 9th inst., before Sir James Hannen, 
From the evidence adduced it appeared that the testatrix was a person who spent 
but little on her attire, and used to go about dressed as neatly as a quakeress, She, 
after her husband’s death, resided alone, and had a number of hens and cats at the 
house. When they died large boxes were prepared for their reception, and the 
carcases were places in them, the sides of the boxes being previously padded with 
flannel and wool. Mrs. Hodgson, according to the case for the will (which left as 
much as she legally could to the Jews Hospital for the Sick at Jerusalem, and the 
remainder to the plaintiff) was a lady of strong Conservative tendencies, and used 


to converse on imperial topics in a sane and natural manner. .It was, however, shown 


that she laboured under the delusion that there was a communication between her 
house and Maynooth, and she foolishly attributed many extraordinary things to the 
machinations of the Jesuits. She also had an impression that there was a galvanic 
communication under her house, of which she complained to the Corporation of 
Liverpool. Letters were now put forward which showed that the deceased had

It has in the first instance introduced into its constitution a clause which 
enables it to take up the cause of oppressed. brethren in foreign countries, 
It will be recollected that by the original constitution the Board had no 
such power. It is true it frequently exerted itself in this direction, 
undoubtedly to the great benefit of the persecuted, and with the approval of 
the constituencies. Still these acts were ultra vires. They were certainly 
Unconstitutional, and any constituency might have called the Board to 
an account. Again, it is true that it only introduced this clause after 
another organization had been formed to obviate this very defect in the 


Board’s original constitation. Still the fact remains, the Board did repair 


this oversight, and consequently proved that it was teachable. 


Again, that bugbear not too often to trouble the government by its 


--Tequests for intercession and which uncharitableness sometimes attributed to

Such a fund the Board coula easily obtain 
without tsxing any constituency to such an extent as to prove burdensome. The 
Board in certifying the secretaries of the several congregations might require 
the payment of a small fee for issuing such certificate, or make it a 
condition that every seatholder whose annual synagogue bill exceeds a certain 
amount to be specified should pay annually a trifle to the Board and a small 
amount might be paid by every couple to be married. If this source of 
‘income only brought in £100 annually, as occasions for special expenditure 
but rarely occur, the Board in a few years might accumulate a sum at its 
disposal, and thus not always be obliged to answer, when it is solicited to give 
pecuniary aid in cases which deserve attention but which are not of such a nature 
as to justify a public appeal, that it has no funds, This destitution is quite 
voluntary and is therefore no proper excuse for a refusal. But we can hardly 
expect that one Board in the short period of three years should carry reform 
to its utmost bounds. We are satisfied with what has been accomplished. 
We see in the past a still brighter promise of the future. The Board has 
proved itself teachable. Why, therefore, should we not give it credit that as 
it has gone so far it will go still further and avoid those grave errors 
which have called forth in wider circles so much indignation? The different

We do not regard 
Jews here in England as aliens, and we need not accept any treaty with a country 
which says that, in its eyes, English Jews are not, Englishmen. But there are very few 
English Jews who dream of settling or trading in Roumania. It is not so with Austria. 
There Jews abound, and a few steps would take them from Austrian into Roumanian 
territory. ‘It is a matter of considerable importance to Austrian Jews that they should 
be allowed to hold laiid and trade on the Roumaniar side of the frontier. Austria had 
every motive for not allowing its Treaty of Commerce to be construed in the Rouma- 
nian sense ; and the most practical thing that England can do is to uphold Austria 
én its contention.

JEWS 


In Belgrade a Jew has for the first time been elected a member of the great 
Skuptschina. The Belgrade correspondent of the Zimes says that the J ewish 
candidate was elected by a large majority, “all parties having united in his 
election.” 

In a previous telegram the Belgrade correspondent of the Times says: 
«There is a Jewish candidate for election to the Skuptchina in Belgrade, and we 
may have the absurd spectacle of a Jewish member of the national legislature who 
could not reside in the country districts for which he is assisting to legislate.” 


In the House of Commons on the 15th inst., Mr. Serjeant Simon moved an Ad. 
dress for “Copy or Extracts of all Correspondence since 1867 down to the present date 
between Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs and Her Majesty's diplo- 
matic representatives in Servia and Roumania respecting the condition and treatment 
of the Jews in those countries.” The motion of the learned Serjeant was agreed to, 
It is expected that the correspondence moved for will be very shortly laid upon the 
table of the House, 

‘In the House of Commons on Friday last, Serjeant Simon asked the Under. 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs ‘“‘ Whether it is true, according to the statement 
which has appeared in a leading daily paper, that Servia has expressed her determis 


nation not to agree ro the proposal made by Turkey as one of the conditions of peace 
for Servia to admit the Armenian Christians and the Jews to the same equal rights 


as the rest of her subjects ; and, if so, whether her Majesty's Government have made 
any representations to the Servian Government on the subject.” (Hear, hear.) 

. Mr. Bourke—In answer to the question of the hon. and learned member I have 
to say that her Majesty's Government have no precise information on the subject, but 
they have been informed by our Chargé d’Affaires at Constantinople that one of the 
bases proposed by Turkey to Servia was that the Jews and Armenians should receive 
equal religious and civil rights with the natives of Servia—(hear, hear)—and Mr, 
White, her Majesty's agent at Belgrade, was told to use his best endeavours to bring 
about an understanding between Turkey and Servia. He was also told that Servia 
accepted certain of the Turkish proposals ; but with regard to te particular proposal 
to which the hon. and learned gentleman refers, Mr. White was informed that that 
Well, we have heard since that 
the Servian Assembly is about to meet: therefore the condition of the Jews in the 
future in Servia will depend on the legislation that will be carried out by that 
Assembly. Her Majesty's Government, I need not remind my hon. and learned 
friend, have at all times done their best to procure justice for the Jews of Servia and 
Roumania—(hear)—-and the House and my hon. and learned fricnd may be quite 
sure that Het Majesty's Government will lose no opportunity of pressing their views 
on that subject upon the Servian Government. (Cheers from both sides of the 
House. ) 


THE EXCLUSION OF HEBREWS FROM FREEMASONRY.

This is the heading of an article in the Freemason of the 10th inst., in 
which the anti-Masonic conduct of certain German lodges which exclude 
Jews is stigmatised in severe language. 


Our contemporary says : 

“ Now we do not deny that all independent Grand Lodges have a right to lay 
down for themselves their own Heme ee of teaching and action, but then it is 
equally clear that other Grand Lodges have an equal liberty to refuse inter-Masonic 
communication, so to say, with those whose words and acts appear to be inconsistent 
with what they deem rightly or wrongly, the fundamental landmarks of Freemasonry, 
Without then denying to any German Grand Lodge its full liberty of action and 
independence of position, we feel that we have a right to ask that our own Grand 
Lodge shall be consistent with its own teaching, and abide manfully, if peaceably by 


its own principles, We have declared distinctly, since 1813, that we accept all except 


the atheist and the libertine, and on this broad basis we work, and on this liberality 
of sentiment and practice, our friendly alliance with other Grand bodies must be 
based. 

The Freemason then continues : -- 

‘Independently of the great breach of our universal law of toleration, thus 
committed, which does despite to the entire teaching of our great Order, for our 
Hebrew brethren Freemasonry has peeuliar attractions, and an abiding charm. The 
scriptural and Hebrew colouring of our Masonic tradition, must have always a 
special interest for the Hebrew mind, keenly alive to its own national souvenirs, and 
the greatness and glories of the Solomonic Temple. But even more than this, as we 
know ourselves, our Hebrew brethren constitute a most important, zealous, and 
cultivated body in our midst, always energetic for Freemasonry, and animated by 
most friendly sensibilities and benevolent aspirations. Indeed, it has often struck 
us, that they set us all a very good example, in their unsectarian charity, especially 
as regards our Girls’ and Boys’ Schools. In the nature of things and for other 
special causes, the overwhelming majority of our pupils are the orphans of Christian 
parents, and yet few are so liberal and so persevering in their support of our twe 
great charities, as our Hebrew brethren, who in the truest spirit of Masonry and 
philanthropy, do not stop to ask what a man believes, but seek to hold out the kind 
and sustaining hand of fraternal goodwill, to the friendless, the orphan, the suffering 
and the destitute. We all of us equally are aware, that among our own Masonic 
friends, we count many very excellent Hebrew brethren, and we cannot, we repeat, 
sufficiently regret the fact, that on any ground whatever, any system of exclusion 
should be perpetuated, against those many kindly disposed and warm-hearted persons, 
excellent citizens, good men and true, simply because they are Hebrews, hose of

‘important part played by the Hebrew race in the annals of the world, in the past, 


and the part they will probably yet play in the future, in the good providence of 
God. Those days of intolerance and ignorance are, happily for ever, over, which | 
sought to put a badge of ignominy on all their “ tribes.” Toleration and charity 
kindness and fraternal goodwill have long since learned to peruse many painful 
pages of the world’s history, nay, we must add, of Christian intolerance towards 
Hebrews, with feelings of sorrow and humiliation.

_. There are, unfortunately, no authentic sources from which we can derive 
accurate information coucerning the Music of the ancient Israelites. Though 
through recent scientific research the Egyptian and Babylonian inscriptions 
have been deciphered, the characters on the Monuments of our Fathers in Judea 
remain unintelligible ; and were it even possible to discover their meaning, it 


dy of it was enjoined as only second in importance 


does notseem very probable that we should derive much enlightenment from | 


them ; for the Jewish law forbad the reproduction of human figures, and there- 
fore it would seem unlikely that musicians would be found represented on bas- 
reliefs as on those of Nineveh, and on the tarcophagi of Egypt. The Arch of 


Titus at Kome and a few coins which are supposed to have been struck in the 
time of the Maccabees, bear rough indications of some musical instruments, but 


with such scanty and untrustworthy materials it would of course be unsafe to 
attempt the reconstruction of a musical system. Most writers conjecture that 


-.the music of the Israelites was nearly allied to that of the Egyptians and 


Assyriaus, and when these authorities desire to furnish us with specimens of 
Hebrew Musical Instruments they imitate those of other nations, or evolve them 
from their own inner consciousness. 
supply the dearth of reliable material by their treatises learned and other- 
wise ; but though many eminent men have theorised upon this subject, their 
elucidations have ouly contributed to make “confusion worse confounded.” 
Dismissing their dissertations as unworthy of credence or refutation, let us now 
Occupy ourselves with an examination of these passages relating to our subject 
which are contained in the one and only authentic record—the Bible. 

The construction and use of musical icstrnments are mentioned amongst the 
earliest inventions of our primogenitors, for Moses ca'ls Jubal, who was the sixth 


descendant from Cain, “The father of all such as handle the harp and pipes” 
(Genesis iv. 21): | 
“And thus did Jubal to his race reveal, 
Music their larger soul, where woe and weal 
Filling the resonant chords, the song, the dance, 
Moved with a wider-winged utterance.” 
| (“The Legend of Jubal,” by George Eliot.) 


Tubal Cain, his brother, is said to have invented instruments of percussion 


(Genesis iv. 22). | 
_ [tis the opinion of Onkelos and Jonathan, the coldest paraphrasts of the 
Pentateuch, that the above-mentioned instruments described as Kinnor W’oogab 
represent the two great classes—wind and stringed musical instruments. These 
are supposed to have survived the deluge in one of two ways. They may have 
been transmitted to the post-diluvians by means of the two pillars mentioned 
by Josephus in ch. 2 b. I. of his Antiquities, or by tradition. Joscephus’s account 
isas follows: That their ioventions might vot’ be lost before they were sufficiently 
known, upon Adam’s prediction that the world was to be destroyed at one time 
by the force of fire and at another time by the violence and qaantity of water, 
they made two pillars, the one of brick and the other of stone, they inscribed 
their discoveries on them both; that in case the pillar of biick should be 
destroyed by the flood the pillar of stone might remain, and exbibit those 
ciscoveries to mankind and also inform them that there was ancther pillar of 
brick erected by them.” Both vocal and instrumental Music must have bees 
cultivated after the flood, though no mention is made in the tcriptures of the 
practice of Music till more than 600 years after the deluge. From the following 
_ passage it may however be inferred that Music in its sevcral departments was in 
Common use amongst our ancestors about 1739 Bc: 

“And Laban said to Jacob what hast thou done that thou hast stolen away 
unawares to me, and carried away my daughters as captives taken with the sword ? 
Wherefore didst thou flee away secretly and steal from me, and didst not tell me, that 
I might have sent thee away with mirth and with songs, with tabret and with harp?” 


? 
Labau’s expostulation shows that an alliance, a very natural one, was 


already formed between Poetry and Music. The pvet and singer ie represented 
by one and the same person in the traditions of all nations, and the mere fact of

4 Ride to Khiva. By Capt. F. Burnasy. (Cassell, Petter and Galpin). 
One of the books of the past season has been that which now lies before us. 

It has already run through four editions. If we may judge from the fact that 

Messrs. Mudie alone have taken two thousand copies of the work it is probable 


that many more editions wil] be exhausted before the interest in its contents — 


_ will have waned. It is without doubt a very cleverly written book, as entertain- 
ing as itis suggestive of the most serious thought. Those who regard with 


_ Misgiving the rapid extension of the Russian Empire in Central Asia will bere 


find a confirmation of their worst fears and apprehensions, and evidence which 
will tend to strengthen their belief in a future collision between England and 
Russia on the frontiers of India. No Englishman should fail to read 
the work at the present moment when the relations between England and 
| ia are so narrowly and anxiously scanned. Apart even from its political 
interest, a therghtful perusal of Capt. Burnaby’s description of his hardy, 
eventful and hazarduus ride will be extremely profitable and interesting. With 
those portions which deal with political questions we Lave no concern, nor need 
we here dilate upon military matters. It is the clear light shed by Capt. Burnaby 
upon the lives and habits of the people he meets on his now famous ride that 
we are chiefly fascinated by. Here and there, too, crop up descriptions of
